Continued Dr. Arbuckle, “The 
religious program of the, modern 
college should go. far beyond the 
narrow indoctrination in the ins 
fallibility of a faith. I should ree« 
ognize many faiths and attempt to 
help students get more from their 
own religion, rather than trying to 
convert them from one belief tq 
another.” 


As for the “poor” athletic prace 
tices-in some of today's universi~ 
/ties, Dr, Arbuckle declared’ that 
“avery attempt should be made to 
have athletics become apart of 
the total student body, rather than 
being individuals who stand out 
in a favorable or - unfavorable

admissions committee composed of 
students and faculty members. Te 
would be the job of this committee 
to make sure that admissions polw 
“fey with “regard to athletics. ig 
known and acceptable to all stu» 
dents and faculty members.”
